A MIDNIGIIT MASS. 


To Be Said bi the Catholic 
Churciies Siniilav Niicht. 


REVS. 
NElBERb-HEALY. 


Masses t(t Be Said In Celebraiioii 
of tlie 
A d v e n t of the Holy 
Year of 1900. 


For Jhe first time in the history 
of the church, rnidiiiglit mass is to 
be said in all the Catholic chuiches 
of the world at the close of the 
present year, and 
tlrs 
privilege 
will be repeated one year there­ 
after. 
The midnight muss on the night 
of December 31, 
1899. according 
to Bishop John 
J. Glennon, of 
Kansas City, coadjutor bishop of 
this diocese, is to usher in the b e ­ 
ginning of the Holy year decreed 
by the pontiff, and not the new 
century. 
The manner in which the pope 
granted the midnig ht mass conces­ 
sion for December 31 ot this year 
was in this wise : 
The international committee for 
the Solemn Homage asked for a 
decree granting permission for the 
celebration of midnight mass on 
the nigiit of December 31, 1900, to 
usher in the new century, and to 
allow the holy communion to be 
received at that time. 
This request the pope granted, 
and, in addition, decreed that the 
night of Decem ber3i, 1S99, might 
be sanctified with the same privi­ 
lege. 
This is the most rem irkable 
permission of the entire reign of 
Leo X l l l . 
Rev. Father Neiberg, pastor of 
Sacred Heart church, this 
city, 
states that midnight mass will be 
celebrated at the church next Sun­ 
day night as allowed by the papal 
decree. 
Mass 
will 
begin 
at 12 
o’clock, sharp, celebrating the new 
year, at St. Vincent church also, 
by Rev. Fr. Healy. 
Bishop Glennon states that 'his 
understanding of the papal 
decree 
is that this mass is to celebrate the 
advent of the holy year 1900, and 
not the new century. 
The new 
century, as 
understood 
by 
him, 
does not commence until Januarj 
1, 1901, and the midnight mass to 
be celebrated on the night of D e­ 
cember 31, 1899» 
cel­ 
ebration of the opening of the new 
century.
